gill, which is two dollars per gallon, it is 
a very moderate calculation to estimate 
the cost of this liquor at one dollar per” 
gallon. The people of the U. States 
therefore pay annually $33,365,529 for 
ardent spirits. An immense sum; far 
greater than the government can raise 
by all itstaxes. We have shewn, that 
the average quantity of ardent spirits 
drank in the United States, is seven gal- 
lons for each free man and woman ; and 
it therefore follows, that each free man 
and woman, on an average, pays an an- 
nual tax of seven dollars for this destruc- 
tive liquor, But the confirmed drunk- 
ard, as he drinks more than the average 
quantity, so he buys it chiefly by the 
small measure, and at double price.— 
But the cost of the liquor is the smallest 
charge of intemperance. The drunkard 
is idle, and he loses his time—he is neg- 
ligent, and his property wastes away— 
he trusts his business to others, and is 
cheated-—he destroys his health, and in-

away his repintation, end loses his friends 
and customers—-inzoxication obscures 
his reason and blunts his feelings, and 
he becomes brutal—his poverty exposes 
him to temptation, and he is guilty of 
crimes which formerly he abhorred—his 
crimes drive him from society, confine 
him in a prison, or lead hii to a scaffold. 

These, sir, you will allow are mighty 
evils, and although they do not ali fail 
upon every drunkard, yet no drunkard 
can be certain that he will escape any 
one of them.

TWELFTH REPORT. 

EBy the late arrivals from England we have 
been favored with the following brief Abstract 
of the Twelfth Repart of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society, read at the General Annu- 
al Meeting on the 10th cf May, 1816. Itis 
from the Christian Observer for July.] 


I. Forrien Department. 


1. In Holland, many of the Societies 
have collected considerable sums, and 
commenced a distribution of the Scrip- 
tures. Ata general mceting in Amster- 
dam, in November last, it was finally de- 
termined that the seat of the Nether- 
lands Bibie Society should be established 
in that city. Under it are upwards of 
forty societics ; and the direction of their 
combined cnergiés is entrusted to a com 
mittee in Amsterdam. Of this National | 
Institution his Royal Highness the Prinée 
of Orange is the patron. 
Associations have also been formed ; in 
Amsterdam alone, twenty-four are al- | 
rcady ina state of active operation. A 
large assortment of the Scriptures, in 
various languages, has been sent both to, | 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam. 

2. The Grand Duchy of Berg Socie- | 
ty has exhibited proofs of the most laud-, | 


| able activity, and promises to become |

one of the most useful in Germany. It | 
has collected large sums, and established | 
Branch Sccieties in various parts of the | 
duchy, as well as an active Auxiliary at |

3. The Prussian Bible Society formed | 
under the auspices of his Prussian Maj- 


esty, and with the patronage of the first | 


officers of State, entered upon its operas | 
tions by an animating address tothe pub- 
lic. In less than a year twelve Auxilia- 
rics were instituted in the Prussian do- 
minions. How much their assistance is 


| wanted may,be conceived from the fol- 


lowing fact, stated in the First Report of | 
this Society. That among 18,009 Ger- | 
man, 7,000 Polish, and 7,000 Lithuanian 
families in Lithuania, not a singje Bible 
was to be found. The Committe ee have 
lately assisted this Institution Witha do- 
nation of 300/. for its Silesian Auxiliarics. 
4. The Hanoverian Bible Socicty is | 
diligently engaged in obtainifg accurate 
information, preparing a large edition 


of the Scriptures and organizing Avuxil- , 


iary Societics. IJtis patronized by his 


| Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, 
and supported by the Ministers of the | 


Crown: and «he venerable President 
Baron Van Arnswald, now eighty-two, 


animates its procecdings by his exem- | 


piary attention. 
5. The Duchy of Brunswick Bible So- 


ciety was established on the memorable | 


18th of June, two days subsequent to the 
death of the late much lamented duke, 
who had signified his intention to become 
its patron. This society is supported by 
persons of the highest classes, and of the 
most respectable characters. 

6. The proceedings ofthe Wurtem- 
berg Bible Sogiety have displayed great 
zeal and activity. A very particular in- 
quiry has been instituted by its commit- 
tee into the want of the Scriptures, and 
measures taken to supply them., The 
committee have agreed to assist the So- 
ciety by a donation of 300/. For some 
copies of the versions printed by the So- 
ciety and presented to the King, the 
President ‘has been honored with his 
thanks ; and the Queen, to whom a sim- 
ilar present was offered, charged Dr. 
Steinkopff with her sincere acknowledg- 
ments. 

7. Among the Catholics of ‘\Wurtem- 
berg, 7000 copies of the New-Tcstament 
have been distributed, with the sanction 
of the episcopal authority, by the Rey. 
Leander Van Ess, Catholic Professor, of 
Divinity in the University of Marbury, 
Of the zeal manifested by this learned 
and pious man, itis impossible to speak 
without admiration. More than 60,000 
copies of his Catholic Testament have 
been printed by his exertions, and fresh 
editions are in the press. His work is 
carried on under the sanction of episco- 
pal authority, and he has had the happi- 
ness to witness the most pleasing fruits 
of his benevolence. The good effects 
have been so visible, that they have pro- 
duced conviction in some Catholic cler- 
gymen who were hostile to the circula- 
tion of the Scriptures, or who entertain- 
ed doubts of its utility. Professor Van 
Ess has exhibited a striking proof of a 
candid mind, by devoting part of his 
funds to the supplying of poor Pro- 
testants with Luther’s Bible. Simi- 
Jar commendation is due to the Catholic 
Pastot, at Ratisbon, Regens Wittman, 
whom Dr. Steinkopff designates the fath- 
er ot the fatherless, and a friend to thi 
destitute. The edition of the New-Tes- 
tament printed by him has proved very 
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acceptable in Catholic Germany. More’ 
that) 10,000 copies have been circulated ; 
and an impression of 20,000 copies will 
scarcely be sufficient to supply the pres- 
ent demand. “The Rev. John Gossner 
of Munich, has also printed and circula- 
ted 10,000 copies of the New-Testament 
among the German. Catholics, 5,000 of 
which were disposed ofin less than sx 
weeks. The Commitice have granted 
to the Rev. L. Van Ess 500%, in addition . 
to former grants ; to R. Wittman 2007. ; 
and to the Rev. J. Gossner, 300/10 ena- 
ble them to print and circulate the Scrip: 
tures.

delberg, Basle, Vienna, Goettingen, the 
Public Library of Augsburg, the Royal 
Library of Munich, &c, The. mission of 
Dr. Steinkopf proved most welcome in 
every place which he visited, It would 
be impossible to enter iato the details. 
The language of Dr. Amon, at Dresden, 
conveys the general impression excited 
in favor of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society by his visits, “I clearly per- 
ceive,” he says, “ the just and compre- 
hensive views which your noble society 
have taken of the miseries and desolations 
of our times : you fix your eye on the pri- 
mary cause of all our misfortunes, and. 
point out tous the heavenly power of 
that Divine Revelation which alone can 
support, comfort, and bless us, May the 
blessing of Gop rest upon all our Eng- 
lish friends !” 

13. The Saxon Bible Society has re- 
ceived the cordial support of govern- 
roent, and had commenced its proceed- 
ings with vigor and judgment, and many 
Branch Societies had been formed. The 
committee have assisted this Institution 
with 2004. The Tenth Report of the 
committee- had been translated, and 
printed, at the expense of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, for circulation in 
Germany, by the committee of the n 
Bible Society ; and they have since been 
requested to undertake the translation of 
1 the Eleventh Report. 

14. The Thuringian Bible Society, at 
Erfurt, has obtained the formal sanction 
of the Government, It has plimted an 
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Aupiliary at Eisenack ; and its préceed- 
ings in general meet with great encour- 
agement. A similar society has also 
been established zt Eichsfeld, with a 
branch at Nordhausen. 

15. The organization ofthe Danish 
Bible Society was fully completed: in 
November last, when Count Schimmel- 
map was elected President, and the ven- 
erable Bishop Munter, andthe Presidert 
and the First Deputy of the Chancery 
were nominated Vice-Presidents. An 
. auxiliary society has been established in 
Sleswick Holstein, with the sanction of 
his Danish Majesty, to which 300/. have 
been presented. One of the first works 
determined on was, to print the Gospel 
of St. Mathew in the Faroese language, 
a dialect of the ancient Icelandic, in 
which ho part of the Scriptures has yet 
been published. 

16. Torender permanent the advan- 
tages conferred on Iceland by his visit, 
Mr. Henderson, previous to his depart- 
‘ure, adopted preparatory steps for the 
establishment of a Bible Society ; the 
foundation of which was laid at the an- 
nual meeting of the Synod, under the 
patronage of the highest civil and eccle- 
siastical authorities, 
Scriptures in Iceland had been cxtreme : 
it was. deeply felt and Jamented by the 
peopie; but their sonPow fas been turn- 
ed into joy ; and there is perhaps no part 
of the world to which the Society has ex- 
tended its aid, where it bas been more 


cordialiywelcomed, and more gratefully | 


ackvowledged. 

17 In Sweden, it has been computed, 
on good grounds, that previously to the 
establishment of the Bible Socicty in 
tte not one ont of eighty of the 
pooreF classes had a copy of the Scrip- 
tures, and that no fewer than 400,000 fa- 
milies in that kingdom were destitute of 
this treasure. These wants have airea- 
dy been in s6me measure relieved ; and 
every disposition prevails in that country 
to supply them effectually. 

The Deputies from the Clergy at the 
Diet of 1815, published an Address to 
their brethren, cnjoining them to pro- 
mote the circulation ef the Scriptures, 
and strongly recommending the Swedish 
Bible Society to their attention. Every 
excrtion is used in printing the Scrip- 
tur®s; anda large distribution of them 
has becn made in Stockholm, particular- 
ly among the military stationed there. 
The commander of the Stockholm squa- 
dron of the galley fect, had adopted 
some excellent regulations. respecting 
the reading of the Bible by the seamen. 
Tbe Auxiliary So¢icties are all active 
within their respective circles. The Bi- 
sheps of Gothenburg and Westcras have 
been particularly zealovs. A sum of 
600/. has been presented to the Swedish 
Society and its auxiliaries. 

A new Auxiliary Bible Society has 
been formed at Lund, * Scania, under 
the Presidency ef the Bishop, who is al- 
so Vice-Chancellor ef the University at 
Lund. This is an important station, 
The Archbishop of Upsala has also ex- 
pressed his wish to form a Bible Society 
in that place; and the Comittee have 
most readily encouraged it by the pro- 
mise of 300/. to assist its operations. 

The Swedish Bible Society has not on- 
ly the patronage of the King, but that of 
the Crown Prince, who has. been a most 
liberal contributor to it, and has promis- 
ed a considerable donation towards the 
establishment of a Bible Society in Nor- 
way. 

18. OF the 13 editions of the Scrip- 
tures, in whole or in part, printing in 
Russia, at the period of the last general 
miceting, eight have been completed, the 
remainder are in progress, and some 
nearly finished ; making altogether, at

New method of preserving Potatoes. 
By the Rev. Antuoxwx Dow, D.D 
Frem the Transactions of the Caledonian Hor- 
ticultural Society. 

For some years, I have bestowed much at- 
tention on the mode of preserving the potatoe. 
I have tried many ways but have found none 
so good as the following, which I have employ- 
ed for two years with the best success 

That part of my potatoes which mean to 
keep longest, that is for Spring and Summer 
use, before the succeeding crop be ready, I put 
into small pits, holding about two bolls each, 
heaped up and covered in the usual mode with 
straw and earth. In April or May, according 
to the heatof the season, these potatoes are 
turned over into other pits; afier carefully
